Dear Ms. Hriczko: 

Enclosed please find a response to the Request for Information pursuant to Section 104(e) of 
CERCLA relating to the Superior Barrel and Drum ("SBD") Site located in Elk, New Jersey, 
received by the Aceto Corporation ("Aceto") on January 4, 2014. As you know, the United 
States Environmental Protection Agency (the "Agency") granted the Company an extension of 
thirty (30) days, to March 16, 2014, in which to provide a response to this Request for 
Information. 

To the best of our knowledge following reasonable inquiry, Aceto has never conducted any 
business transactions with SBD for the disposal, treatment, or storage of any drums or other 
containers. It is our understanding from the nexus documents (i.e., four photographs) provided 
by the Agency and attached to the response as Exhibit I that a single drum with an Aceto label 
came to be located at the SBD Site. Given that Aceto has never conducted any business with 
SBD, the most reasonable explanation for the presence of this drum is that it was sent there 
(directly or indirectly) by one of Aceto's customers. 

The label on the drum in the photographs provided by the Agency identifies the contents of the 
drum as Benzophenone Flake, Attached to the response as Exhibit 2 is a list of customers to 
whom the Company sold Benzophenone Flake. As is evident from the "Port of Destination" 
marked on the label, this drum and its contents were sent to an Aceto customer located in 
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Chicago, Illinois. Exhibit 2 identifies two customers located in Chicago to whom Aceto sold this 
product. 

Liability for cleanup costs under the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, 
and Liability Act, 42 U.S.C. § 9601 et seq. ("CERCLA"), extends to four classes of "covered 
persons": 

( 1 )  t h e  o w n e r  a n d  o p e r a t o r  o f  a  f a c i l i t y  a t  w h i c h  a  r e l e a s e  o r  t h r e a t e n e d  r e l e a s e  o f  a  
hazardous substance exists; 
(2) the owner or operator of such a facility any time in the past when hazardous 
substances were disposed of; 
(3) any person or entity who "arranged for" the treatment or disposal of a hazardous 
substance at the facility; and 
(4) any person who transported hazardous substances to the facility. 

Aceto never owned or operated the SBD Site, never transported hazardous substances for 
disposal or treatment at the SBD Site, and never arranged for the treatment or disposal of a 
hazardous substance at the SBD Site. Therefore, since it falls under hone of the four classes of 
"covered persons," Aceto is hot a liable party under CERCLA. 

An argument could be made that Aceto is an "arranger" because the drum came to be located at 
the SBD Site. This argument fails, however, because Aceto sold a useful product (i.e. 
Benzophenone Flake) to its customer, and did not "arrange for" the disposal of a hazardous 
substance at the facility. The United States Supreme Court has held that an entity must have an 
intent to dispose of a hazardous substance in order to be held liable as an arranger. Burlington 
N. & Santa Fe Ry. Co. v. United States. 129 S. Ct. 1870 (2009). A person may be held liable for 
cleanup costs as an "arranger" only if the material in question constitutes waste rather than a 
useful product. California Dept. of Toxic Substances Control v. Alco Pacific. Inc.. 508 F.3d 930 
(9th Cir. 2007). The Company sold Benzophenone Flake to its customer as a useful product in 
the normal course of business, and did not intend to dispose of it as waste. As such, Aceto 
cannot be held liable for cleanup costs as an arranger under CERCLA. 

The photographs of the drum at the SBD Site show that it was not filled with Benzophenone 
Flake, but rather contained a small, portable gasoline container and hosing. Thus, there is no 
evidence that the drum contained a hazardous substance when it arrived at the SBD Site. 

In light of the foregoing, Aceto is not a "covered person" under CERCLA and, therefore, is not 
liable for the costs of remediation.
